The annual meeting of the local 
bl anch of the Canadian Red Cross So¬ 
ciety was held on Monday evening at 
the Oddfellows hall, when there was a 
fair attendance of members present. 

The third annual report of the secre. 
tary was submitted by Miss Fair. It 
showed that the Society had 31 life 
members, 68 active members. There 
are also between fifty and sixty ladies 
who do sewing for the Society, of 
whom about 26 only do work constant¬ 
ly. The auxiliary district of Red Cross' 
has a membership of 18. 

Through the efforts of Mrs. J. A. 
Lindsay money was collected to buy a 
knitting machine for the use of the 
Society. 

In March the Society adopted one 
prison-of-vyar, Pte. C. Lougheed, of 
the Vulcan district. Every branch is 
asked to provide $7.50 monthly, half 
of the amount necessary to provide 
food and comforts for the Canadian 
prisoner in Germany. Part of this

At a meeting of the school teachers 
of the vicinity held in the Oddfellows 
hall on Saturday last, it was decided 
to held a school fair and field day for 
the children of the whole community 
on Saturday, October 26th at Vulcan.

row. With the object of stimulating 
this interest to the fullest, and at the 
same time affording a fund of infor¬ 
mation, the Institute is being organiz¬ 
ed by the Rev. A. R. Schrag. An inter¬ 
esting program has been prepared. 
The Rev. E. S. Bishop, secretary of 
the Child Welfare Albert* Social Ser¬ 
vice League, will be here, and address 
will be given by Drs. Knowles and 
Brown, and Nurse Leverington. The 
program covering the two days is as 
follows:

One notes primarily his rejection of 
all the,efforts of the Teutonic powers 
to pose as th* injured ones; no amount 
of make believe is allowed to pass. 
Thera is no such thing as “coming to 
terms”'with a system which has made 
Verms impossible; absolute and un¬ 
qualified victory can be the only safe¬ 
guard against the infringement of 
national integrity and right in the 
future. 

But My, Wilson goes further than 
that. Having decided on a complete 
victory he specifies the outline on 
which peaee after the war must be 
built if the victory won is to be of a 
lasting and beficial nature. The out¬ 
line he gives is as follows: - 

The principles were, he said, “first, 
the important justice meted, out must 
involve no discrimination between 
those to whom we wish to be just and 
those to whom we do not wish to be 
just. It must be that justice which 
plays but the equal rights of the sever 
al peoples concerned. 

“Second, no special or separate in¬ 
terest cf any single nation or any 
group of nations can be made the bas¬ 
is of any part of the settlement which 
is not consistent with the common in¬ 
terest of us all. 

“Third, there can be no leagues or 
alliances or special covenants and 
understandings within the general and 
common family of the league or na¬ 
tions. 

“Fourth, and mori specifically, there 
can be no special,

They faced besides 
the additional disabilities caused by 
war, conditions and heavy taxation of 
all articles necessary to the productive 
ness of the earth and feeding the ani¬ 
mals.” 

Canada loves to tell of her girl her¬ 
oes of pioneer days. For generations 
and eve^ centuries some of the present 
war farmerette heroines of France 
will be remembered. Among these is 
a girl fourteen living at Morannes in 
thq Loire. Her mother was dead, and 
she was “little mother” to three young 
er than herself. Her father was call¬ 
ed to the colors and marched away, 
leaving a large farm to the care of 
this already too-heavily burdened 
child. She managed the farm so well 
however, that the Prefet of the Maine 
et Loire thanked her publicly. 

Two young sisters saw their three 
brothers march away to war and found 
themselves responsible for a sixty- 
acre farm, twenty-five cows and five 
horses. Hie “carried on” valiantly 
and cheerfully to the benefit of the

Remember The Boys At The Front, 


All over the country high wages are 
being earned. Some of the workers 
are putting by against the inevitable 
‘rainy day.” Many are not. In To¬ 
ronto, where the workers in the muni¬ 
tion industry are believed to number 
nearly 50,000, some exceedingly high 
wages are being paid. 

For example, in some munition fac¬ 
tories, tool-makers are getting ar 
much as $1 an hour, with pay at the 
rate of time and half for night work 
and double time on Sundays. Lathe 
hands get, as a rule, from 5()c an houi 
up, with extra for overtime and Sun¬ 
days. Thus some men in munitior 
factories, are receiving as high as $60 
or $7^|, or even $80 a week with over¬ 
time. These are comparatively few. 
But plenty of them are earning $45, 
$50 and $55 a week. 

Women, too, earn good "money in 
these factories. Most of the inspectors 
in munition plants are women, anc' 
many will earn 35c an hour for ar 
eight and a half hour day, with time 
and a half for overtime. Women, toe 
do plenty of other work in munitior 
shops. Plenty of them earn between 
$20 and $30 a week, though compara¬ 
tively few get the latter figure. 

It is quite common for two, anc' 
three, and erven four members of one 
household to be working on munitions 
and to be earning a total pay-roll oi 
an amount that would have been deem 
ed fabulous in the days before the war.

HOSPITAL DISTRICTS 


MAY BE TOO SMALL 


THRIFT HALLMARKS A NATION 


The order in council transferring 
the whole health department for the 
province of Alberta to the charge of 
the new minister of municipalities, 
Hob. A. G. MacKay, was.passed last 
Tuesday afternoon. This department 
was organized and has been up to the 
present in charge of Hon. George P. 
Smith, but with the charge in the cab¬ 
inet whereby Mr. Smith takes over 
the department of education, the sub¬ 
department of health has been placed 
with the department of municipalities. 
It has been considered that the two 
departments mn work to advantage 
under the same detailed information 
that is required for the health. 

Speaking of his policy in regard to 
the municipal hospitals, Mr. Mackay 
gyves the warning that the hospital 
areas may be made too small for safe 
financing. “Nothing,” says Mr. Mac¬ 
kay, “more unfortunate could happen 
than the establishment of small dis¬ 
tricts with heavy assessments and lack 
of fupds with which to run the hospi¬ 
tal so as to give first class service.” 
The minister states that he will not 
establish a district unless he is absolu¬ 
tely satisfied that it is in a sufficiently 
strong financial position to give this 
service when it is built. He is also 
very decided on the matter of bound¬ 
aries being so arranged so as not to 
leave any small territories stranded 
in between districts.

All these horses are ac¬ 
cepted by the Government as fulfill¬ 
ing the stock requirements with graz 
ing privileges. 

. 6. The Indians are permitted to 
raise large herds of these useless 
horses on their reserves. In fact, the 
Government encourages them in such 
work by supplying small “Scrubby” 
sires for breeding purposes. 

T. Hay permits on the Indian Re 
serves are frequently granted to the 
highest bidder, without any considera¬ 
tion as to whether such sales are in 
the general interests of the stock 
industry. 

8. The present system of largei 
grazing leases in the foot-hills and 
the stringent Forest Reserve Regula 
tions, precludes largely the use o!

Ranchers, residing along these 
streams, who have been troubled in 
the past with fishermen, will appre¬ 
ciate the protection that will be given 
small trout, and they will, no doubt, 
assist in seeing that the law is en¬ 
forced.
